Remembering well, a former request to be short in my 
school report, I hope to be excused for respectfully ob- 
serving this rule of brevity in this report of our schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Wiiiram W. Gouin, Prudential Committee. 
Miss Exvrra R. Smitru, of Newton, Teacher. 
In this small school, Miss Smith has given good evi- 
dence that she possesses some of the best abilities for 
school teaching. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Gerorer B. Murrity, Prudential Committee. 
Mrs. Eunice M. Doak, of Newton, Teacher. 

This is Mrs. Doak’s seventh year, making seventeen 
terms in succession of successful teaching in her own 
school district, without any perceptible waning interest. 
The like is not to be found in the past history of our 
town.

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Gerora@n'S. Duran, Prudential Committee. 
Miss Mamie E. Boswett of Newton, Teacher. 


This school which has been justly regarded for many 
years as one of the best, has more than fully sustained 
its former reputation under the instructions of Miss Bos- 
well, who may truly be regarded as a Model Teacher.

successful in teaching the same. 


DISTRICT NO. 6.

Miss Appie I. Gaur, of Kingston, Teacher. 


It would give me much pleasure to speak more fully 
of this very interesting school, and of the many excel- 
lencies so largely and fully possessed by Miss Gale as a 
teacher which would hardly be possible to over-estimate. 

Whole number of boys between 5 and 15 years at- 
tending school during the year, 72; Whole number of

girls between the ages of 0 and 15 years attending 
school during the year, 71. Total, 143. 

Whole number of boys in town between theages of 
5and 15 years as reported by the Selectmen, 61. 
Whole number of girls in town between the ages of 5 
and 15 years as reported by the Selectmen, 54. Total, 
boys and girls, 115. 


It is most truly a source of the greatest pleasure and 
encouragement to us, to see the success of our district 
schools the present year, and the increasing interest in 
our town forthe promotion of education. 

We are having at the Junction in District No. 6, an 
interesting term of a private school under the instruction 
of Miss Mamie E. Boswell, free for all the scholars 
in the district. 

We have also had two terms of a High school in the 
Town Hail under the management of Mr. Page who 
seems to be every way right for a teacher of such a school. 

And now we hope that this very commendable and 
_praise-worthy interest which if continued will not fail to 
elevate us more than thousands of gold and silver ; will 
not only be kept alive, but that it will continue to in- 
- crease more and more. 

And having served so many years as school commit- 
tee, and whereas there are others more youthful, and 
with the modern improvements of our ever growing and 
improving system of education being so much better 
adapted for superintending our schocls, I have, with 
many thanks for the past, decided to decline receiving 
another appointment to this office.
